’ 3. The following are followup items from the 25 July baetinge in case 
you feel additional discussion is needed: 


A. The briefing on PRC-Vietnam relations contained the 
statement that the Chinese would object to the establishment 
of US-Vietnam relations before US-PRC relations were 
normalized. I do not know if you actually said this in 
the briefing: At any rate a Chinese Official later told a 
US liaison officer that there would be no PRC objections to 

- establishment of US-Vietnam relations. 


C. The question of whether the Soviets market computers as wel] 
as components in the West came up in the course of the Soviet 
microelectronics briefing. The answer is "Yes, but they don't 
do very well because their computers aren't as good as western 
ones.
